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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable for at least the following reason: All of the claims detail the switch-t— 
service checking to see if the assist logical processor is online and if so: updating an 
integrated assist field of a work element block associated with the task for indicating the 
task is eligible to be executed by the assist logical processor and assigning a work 
queue to the work block element; and if no assist logical processor is online, updating 
the integrated assist field of the work element block associated with the task to indicate 
the task is eligible to be executed on an assist processor when it becomes online. None 
of the prior art of record, either cited in the IDS or newly cited herein, detail this 
operation. U.S. Patents 5,758,157 and 5,878,205, both herein Greenstein, details 
distributing service request among processing complexes having logical processors 
based on a determination of sufficient resources being available. U.S. Patent 
7,010,602, herein Poindexter, detail a workflow system that allocates queues to sites for 
the execution of task distributed between the sites. The two references teach part of 
the concepts of the invention as disclosed in the claims. However, neither reference is 
teaches the usage of the integrated assist field of a work element block associated with 
the task in providing an indication of whether the assist logical processor is online, e.g. 
available such that a queue is assigned to the work block element. Therefore, the 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
